No  oilier  man  exercised 
Hything  like  so  much  power  as  he 
B  in  molding  the  future  of  the 
Hpire.  Among  the  imperial  mas-

■me  of  statesman  except  Seneca, 
Hd  Seneca  fell  as  far  short  of  Paul

n.  insight  as  he  did  in  moral

B  has  ever  known,  said  of  Paul
